Central Haig’s Forces Continue to 
Advance on 
Cambral, the 
Great 
German Supply Depot. 


Canadian and English troops smash­ 
ed through the formidable Domnirt- 
Queant “switch lino“ below the Scarpe 
river In Picardy, breaking the last of 
the defenses on the north of the old 
Hindenburg line. 
The switch was a 
branch of that system. 
The “switch line” was broken on a 
front of six miles, the British going 
from two to three miles beyond It. Flat 
country without strong defenses now 
lies before Haig’s men, who are mov­ 
ing southeast on the road to Cambral, 
a great Gorman supply center for the 
entire upper section of the Honden- 
burg defense syatem. 
Cambral is only ten miles away. 
British heavy artillery will soon make 
It useless as a German base. 
The 
British now are on the north tlank of j 
the Germane, who are retreating east­ 
ward. 
On the south flank of the Ger­ 
mans, who are retreating eastward. 
On the south along the Oise river the 
French are on the other flank. 
The British made progress all along 
their thirty-three-mile front from the 
Scarpe to the Somme.

Canadians Smash Wotnn Line. 
The “Wotan switch* line,” between 
Procourt and Oneant, one of the most 
formidable German defense sectors on 
the whole western front, was captured 
by English and Canadian troops, Field 
Marshal HuJg reports. 
Dury, 
Viliers-les-Cagnicourt 
and 
Caguicourt wore captured and Ilalg’s 
troops passed the German defenses 
along 
the 
line Et^rpigny-Reineourt- 
Villers-les-Cagnicourt. 
They are ad­ 
vancing toward Quennt, the southern 
pivot of the switch line and have cap­ 
tured Noreuil. 
Unofficial reports say a six-mlle 
breuk was made 
in 
the 
Droeourt- 
Quennt line. The principal forces em­ 
ployed were Canadians. 
Considerable progress was made by 
Field Marshal Haig’s forces on the 
whole thirty-three-mile front between 
tho Scarpe nnd Somme rivers. 
They captured Le Transloy, south­ 
east of Uapaume, and took the whole 
of St. Pierre Vaastwood. 
The taking of the Drocourt-Queant 
line, In which tanks co-operated, is 
considered of enormous importance, 
If the British 
can 
maintain 
their 
gains. 
Very heavy 'lighting is expect­ 
ed, but It will be open fighting, and 
considered likely to be costly to the 
enemy. 
A [arge number of prisoners were 
taken in this forward push against 
extremely stubborn enemy resistance. 
The 
Germans 
had seven 
divisions 
massed on a front of five miles In this 
area. 
The British advance along the Cam- 
brai-Bapuume road is continuing. On 
tills road the British* are approach­ 
ing the village of Beugny, nearly four 
miles northeast of Bapaume, 


rrronno has fallen and with It tho 
enemy’s Inst chance of holding on to 
a strong defensive position along tho 
Somme.

The gener­ 
al situation of the front between the 
OJae and Afcne rivers is vary gvod, 
The allies are keeping up the battle 
in the face of increasing resistance 
by the enemy and more than that, thejr 
have extended ihe fighting until it now7 
embraces a front of* some 320 miles 
fr9in Ypreff to Soissons.

New Wheat Rules 
For Consumer*» 
Philadelphia, Sept. 1 —The state food 
administration on Saturday passed on to 
the people of Pennsylvania the new wheat 
regulations recently announced at Wash­ 
ington, which become «effective on Mon­ 
day and greatly modify many of the re­ 
strictions on the use of wheat flour. Con-» 
sinners are now required to purchase only 
on2 pound of substitutes with each four 
pounds of wheat flour, except when they 
take rye flour as a substitute, when tluky 
must purchase two pounds of rvc flout 
with every three pounds of wheat flour. 
Wheat flour may now bo purchased is 
quantities sufficient for the reasonable re­ 
quirements of consumers for a period of 
60 days. The purchase of substitutes with 
“Victory” mixed flours is not required. 
Wholesale dealers are no longer required, 
in selling wheat flour to bakers and retail 
deniers, to insist that they take substi* 
tutes with the flour or furnish certificates 
showing that they have sufficient substi­ 
tutes on hand. Tbo retail dialers will op­ 
erate under rules which arc to some ex­ 
tent applicable to consumers. Retailer* 
must, of course, sell one pound of substi­ 
tutes wi h each four pounds of wheat 
flour.

New- Wheat Rules 


For Consumers*, 


Philadelphia, Sept. I —Tha state food 


administration on Saturday passed on to 
the people of Pennsylvania the new wheat 
regulations recently announced at Wash- 
ington, which become'effective on Mon- 
day and greatly modify many of the re- 
strictions on the use of wheat flour. Con- 
sumers are now required to purchase only 
oai pound of substitutes with e;ich four 
pounds of wheat flour, except when they 
take r\ e (lour as a substitute, when they 
must purchase two pounds of rye flout 
with every three pounds cf wheat flour. 
Wheat flour msiy now be purchased ia 
quantities sufficient for the reasonable re- 
quirements of consumers for a period of 
GO days. The purchase of substitutes with 
"Victory" mixed flours is not required. 
Wholesale dealers are no longer required, 
in selling wheat Hour to bakers and retail 
dealers, to insist that they take substi- 
tuted with the flour or furnish certificates 
showing that they have sufficient substi- 
tutes on hand. The retail dialf-r.= will op- 
erate und-jr rules which arc to some ex- 
tent applicable to consumers. Retailers 
must, of course, sell one pound of substi- 
tutes w i h each four pounds of wheat 
flour.

They were unanimous, The attache de­ 
clared, in stating that the Germans 
were longdistance fighters only. As one 
of them said: 
4lThey are not so bad when they are 
50 yards away with a machine gun, hut 
nt close quarters the German soldiers 
tire no good.” 
Marine after marine asserted that 
when he and his comrades got into ac­ 
tual fighting contact with the enemy 
there was no fight left in him. 
Then 
the Germans would throw down their 
guns, and, waving their hands over 
their heads, cry out “Kamerad!” 
Feel Contempt for Huns. 
“Our men,” added the attache, “gave 
me the Impression of looking with ut­ 
ter contempt upon the German soldiers, 
who can fight only when they feel that 
they have the protection of artillery 
nnd gas, and surrender when it comes 
1°. isand 
r a r from feeling the slightest dread 
of the enemy, every man expressed 
eagerness to get out of hospital and 
return to the front. Every one of them 
wanted a chance of getting even with 
the Germans for having been gassed 
or wounded. 
“The men wore justly proud of the 
record that the marines had made, and 
their morale appeared to be of the 
very highest quality. 
The cheerful­ 
ness of all, including some infantry In 
the wards, may be summarized by the 
remark of one recovering from gas: 
‘Why,* ho said, *there’s nothing in it. 
When ¿¿II of us marines get going, we 
wiH wipe Fritz off the map, and we 
jwJJ] ea£ 
n^xt Christmas dinner at 
home at that? ” 
A British officer who has seen much 
of the American marines at their head­ 
quarters in France, and^seen them at 
work against the Boche, writing on 
what he describes as “an instructive 
glimpse at the American war spirit 


and American efliciency in the field,” 
says: 
“On the roads to tho front there Is 
perpetual movement. Hundreds of mo­ 
tor lorries, each one packed with 
French soldiers, pass us in quick suc­ 
cession on their way to another part 
of the line. 
Again and again we pass 
bodies of American troops on the 
march, then a group of women and 
children. 
Although the road winds 
over the face of a well tilled country­ 
side, few birds are soon, except for an 
occasional pair of ring doves. Such Is 
the Incongruity of war! 
Aircraft Hum Continuous. 
“We find the marines’ headquarters 
at an old farmhouse, shut In on every 
side by woods. 
Here the hum of air­ 
craft is continuous, and links up the 
intermittent crash of artillery fire. 
A 
Boche observation balloon han^s above 
the woods to eastward, and a ‘woolly 
bear’ shell lays a vivid black smudge 
against the limited skyline ahead. 
In 
the farmyard we seem to stand in a 
little world apart, but the sounds of 
adjacent fighting are close about us. 
“A marine officer who has had no 
sleep for three nights comes in, dusty 
hut cheerful, from the trenches. 
The 
marines are doing themselves proud 
out there, he says. 
There has been 
some stiff fighting in tho woods, but 
the Boche will have to shift soon ; that 
Is the opinion of this old campaigner, 
who has fought by sea and land nil 
over the globe. 
We leave the farm 
under the guidance of a young lieu­ 
tenant, a ‘broth of a boy/ with the 
face of a Greek god.

CAN’T KEEP A 
GOOD SHIP DOWN 


Nature is conducting a “starvation drive” against Germany nnd Austria. 
While the crops of America and her allies promise this year to break all 
records for size, those of Germany nnd her allies will be smaller than nt any 
time isin^e the war began. 
Widespread drought enveloped the central empires during April, May 
nnd June, which, combined with intense heat and an unseasonable frost during 
the first five days of June, stopped the development of all the vegetables and 
roots so urgently needed by the Teutons. 
The frost destroyed one-third of the potato crop, especially in the north* 
€rn part of the country. Peas and beans also were seriously damaged. At 
the same time the heat and drought increased the ravages of all kinds of 
pestiferous insects, so the crop of apples and peas will be inslgnificaiit. 
It 
also ‘delayed the wheat crop and with the failure of Koumuniu unci the 
Ukraine to deliver the expected wheat, Germany is in a bad way. 
On the other hand* America's wheat crop will exceed 800,000,000 bushels, 
If it doesn’t reach the billion-bushel mark predicted earlier in the season. The 
corn crop forecasted will be 3,160,000,000 bushels, breaking all records. The 
oat crop also will be a bumper one. 
Canadian crop estimates differ, owing to the fact that the wheat country 
in no vast and enjoys varying weather, but indications are for a record crop 
for our northern ally also. 
English crop experts report favorably on the prospects for this year, anS 
good crops in the uninvaded portions of France, with an average yield in 
Holland and Spain, are predicted. 
Italy, it is anticipated, will produce 164,000,000 bushels of'w heat as 
against 140,000,000 bushels last year. 
An abundance of wheat is promised 
from India, Australia and Argentina. 
The question with those countries is 
one of tonnage and not of the size of the crop. 
It doesn’t look, therefore, as if the allied peoples -will starve this year. 
The restrictions on the use of flour probably will be modified to a great degree 
by the food administration. 
But the Germans will tighten their belts another notch and wait hungrily 
for the “victorious peace” their rulers have promised them.

British Aviator Killed in Triangu­ 
lar Fight. 


Salvation Army Truck Driver Figures 
in Tragic Air Battle at 
the Front. 


Paris.—Dying in the arms of a Sal­ 
vation Army supply truck driver at 
the front in France, a British aviator 
who had just been crashed to earth 
Jn a desperate jriungular battle in the 
sky had the satisfaction of witness­ 
i n g the defeat of ids German antag­ 
onist by a French plune just before he 
.drew bis lasj; breath. 
The struggle, according to a report 
reaching here occurred recently just 
behind tlie allied Jines in France, and 
}wns witnessed by Hansom Gilford, 
eighteen-year-old *on of Col. Adam 
OlJford, head of the Salvation Army for

London.—Of 400 British ships sunk 
in tho last tvo and 
half years at 
least tfO per cent have been raised 
from the bottom of the sea. 
The or­ 
ganization responsible—the Admiralty 
Salvage department—is composed en­ 
tirely of experts employed by a com- 
morel a 1 firm which engaged in the busi­ 
ness before the war. 
Ships were so 
cheap then, however, that often it did 
not pay to raise a sunken wreck and 
restore her to seagoing condition. 
Tilings are very different now, and 
the result is that invention has been 
stimulated to an extraordinary extent. 
It used to be considered that 1,500 
tons was the greatest weight 
that 
could be lifted from -under water by 
wire ropes. A sunken governoient col­ 
lier that was obstructing a fairway 
was lifted out of the lund recently and 
carried away by four lilting sh/ps, with 
sixteen 0-inch wire rapes, nnd the 
deadweight carried was calculated at 
2,700 tons. 
Tho wreck was shifted 
ono mile at the first lift, and so was 
gradually taken to the beach, patched 
up and sent off to the repairing yard. 
She went back into service and made 
several voyages before a torpedo end­ 
ed her career altogether. 
Cannot Raise Lusitania. 
Ships sunk in deep water cannot bo 
salved. 
It is not expected that the 
Lusitania, for example, will <^?er Re 
lifted. 
Divers cannot work ib more 
than 25 fathoms successfully, though 
for special purposes they may uume- 
limes go down to 35 fathoms tor a 
brief spell of work. 
The bulk of the ships saved have 
been sunk in less than 
fathoms, or 
have been towed Inshore by rescue 
mgs, ami have gone aground In fairly 
ejis> positions. 
The salvage men face considerable 
risks, not only from bad weather but 
tilso from submarine attack, (July one

more sugar is available or until a 
sugar substitute program has been 
worked out. 
Fruits put up in this 
way are excellent for pie-filling and 
salads and may be used in desserts, 
puddings, ices and punches. 
In canning fruit without sugar, can 
the product the day it is picked. Cull, 
stem, seed, and clean fruit by plac­ 
ing in strainer and pouring cold wa­ 
ter over it, 
Pack the product care­ 
fully in hot glass jars or tin cans 
until full. 
Use a tablespoon, wood­ 
en ladle, or table knife for packing 
purposes. 
Pour boiling hot water 
over the product in the hot jar. Place 
rubbers and caps in position, not tight. 
If using tin cans, seal completely. 
* Place in the sterilizer vat, or canner, 
and sterilize for the length of time 
given below according to the particu­ 
lar type of outfit used:

Alien Property Custodian 
Is Title of New Official 
Created Since War Began 


"Allen property custodian” Is the ti­ 
tle of n new official created by an a d 
of congress of October 6, 1017, knows 
as the “trading with the enemy act.” 
It relates to the handling and dispo­ 
sition of productive properties In tho 
country previously owned and oper* 
nted by companies or corporations of 
a couutry now at war with the United 
States. 
In effect, it confiscates such 
properties, femporarlly, leaving their1 
final disposition for future settlement, 
Section 6 of the act says: 
**¡5] 
"That 
the 
president 
Is 
authoft 
Ized to appoint, prescribe the duties of 
and fix the salary (not to exceed 
$5,000 per annum) of an official to be 
known as the alien property custo­ 
dian, who shall be empowered to re­ 
ceive all money nnd property In the 
United States due or belonging to an 
enemy, or ally of an enemy, which may 
be paid, conveyed, transferred, assign­ 
ed or delivered to said custodian un­ 
der the provisions of this act, and to 
hold, administer nnd account for the 
same under the general direction of 
the president nnd so provided in this 
net.” 
W 
Every 
corporation 
Incorporated 
within the United States, and every 
unincorporated company doings busi­ 
ness here which issues stock certifi­ 
cates Is required to send the alien 
property custodian a list of Its officers 
of stockholders residing In a country 
with which we are at war, together 
with the amount of stock owned by 
such person. 
The alien property cua- 
todian is vested with all the power* 
of a common lawr trustee in respect 
of all property which shall come into 
his possession in pursuance of the pro* 
visions of the act, and may manage 
such property and do anything in re­ 
spect thereof necessary to Its control 
and operation during the war, its ultl* 
mate disposition to be settled after­ 
ward. 
There is reason to believe that 
personal representatives of the Ger* 
man government, perhaps even the 
kaiser himself, have become stoelr 
holders in certain business concern« 
in thli country and the “alien property 
custodian” has declared his intention 
to root them out.

As one 
of them said : 


"They are not so bad when they are* 


60 yards away with a machine gun, but 
nt close quartets the German soldiers 
are no good." 


Marine after marine asserted that 


when he and his comrades got into ac- 
tual fighting contact with the enemy 
there was no fight left in him.

the Germans would throw down their 
guns, and, waving their hands over 
their heads, cry out "Kamerad !" 


Feel Contempt for Huns. 


"Our men," added the attache, "gave 


me the impression of looking with ut- 
ter contempt upon the German soldiers, 
who can fight only when they feel that 
they have the protection of artillery 
and gas, and surrender when it comes

"Par" Worn feeling the slightest dread 


of the enemy, every man expressed 
eagerness to get out of hospital and 
return to tte front. Every one of them 
wanted a chance of getting even with 
the Germans for having been gassed 
or wounded. 


"The men were justly proud of the

ness of all, including some infantry in 
the wards, may be summarized by the 
remark of one recovering from gas :

Crash!

The guns fling out their deaf- 


ening message of death almost sirnul- 
taneou«ly, and in the momentary si- 
lence between the rounds the whizz of 
tho shells can be heard as they fly on 
their way to the wood where the Boehe 
still lingers.

CAN'T KEEP A 


GOOD SHIP DOWN 


Nature is conducting a "starvation drive" against Germany and Austria. 
While the crops of America and her allies promise this year to break all 


records for size, those of Germany and her allies will be smaller than at any 
time sin^e the war began. 


Widespread drought enveloped the central empires during April, May 


and June, which, combined with intense heat and an unsearonable frost during 
the first five days of June, stopp'ed the development of all the vegetables aod 
roots so urgently deeded by the Teutons. 


The frost destroyed one-third of the potato crop, especiallj in the north- 


ern part of the country. Peas and beans also were seriously damaged. At 
the same time the heat and drought increased the ravages of all kinds of 
pestiferous insects, so the crop of apples and peas will be insignificant. It 
also "delayed the wheat crop and with the failure of Roumania and the 
Ukraine to deliver the expected wheat, Germany is in a bad way. 


On the other hand, America's wheat crop will exceed 800,000,000 bushels, 


If It doesn't reach the billion-bushel mark predicted earlier in the season. The 
corn crop forecasted will be 3,160,000,000 bushels, breaking all records. The 
oat crop also will be a bumper one. 
-~ 


Canadian crop estimates differ, owing to the fact that the wheat country 


is so vast and enjoys varying weather, but indications are for a record crop 
lor our northern ally also. 


English crop experts report favorably on the prospects for this year, an* 


good crops in the uninvaded portions of France, with an average yield in 
Holland and Spain, are predicted. 
; 


Italy, it is anticipated, will produce 164,000,000 bushels of'wheat as 


against 140,000,000 bushels last year, 
from India, Australia and Argentina. 


An abundance of wheat is promised 
The question with those countries is 


one of tonnage and not of the size of the crop. 


It doesn't look, therefore, as if the allied peoples will starve this year. 


The restrictions on the use of flour probably will be modified to a great degree 
by the food administration. 


But the Germans will tighten their belts another notch and wait hungrily 


for the "victorious peace'1 their rulers have promised them.

more sugar is available or "until a 
sugar substitute program has been 
worked out. 
Fruits put up in this 


way are excellent for pie-filling and 
salads and may be used in desserts, 
puddings, ices arid punches. 


In canning fruit without sugar, can 


the product the clay it is picked. Cull, 
stem, seed, and clean fruit by plac- 
ing in strainer and pouring cold wa- 
ter over it. 
Pack the product care- 


fully in hot glass jars or tin cans 
until full. 
Use a tablespoon, wood- 


en ladle, or table knife for packing 
purposes. 
Pour boiling hot 
water 


over the product in the hot jar. Place 
rubbers and caps in position, not tight. 
If using tin cans, seal completely. 
Place in the sterilizer vat, or canner, 
and sterilize for the length of time 
given below according to the particu- 
lar type of outfit used:

Water seal, 214 degrees 
20 


5 pounds steam pressure

After sterilizing remove the filled 


containers. Seal jars; invert to cool 
and test the joints. 
Wrap in paper 


to prevent bleaching and store in a 
dry, 
cool place. 
If tin cans are used 


it will be found advantageous to 
plunge them into cold water immedi- 
ately after sterilization to cool them 
quickly.

Alien Property Custodian 


Is Title of New Official 


Created Since War Began 


"Alien property custodian" Is the ti- 


tle of n new official created by an act 
of congress of October 6, 1917, known 
as the "trading with the enemy act." 
It relates to the handling and dispo- 
sition of productive properties In the 
country previously owned and oper- 
ated by companies or corporations of 
a country now at war with the United 
States. 
In effect, it confiscates such 


properties, temporarily, leaving their 
final disposition for future settlement. 
Section 6 of the act says: 
-*e£j 


"That the president is author- 


ized to appoint, prescribe the duties of 
and fix the salary (not to exceed 
$5,000 per annum) of an official to be 
known as the alien property custo- 
dian, who shall be empowered to re- 
ceive all money and property in the 
United States due or belonging to an 
enemy, or ally of an enemy, which may 
be paid, conveyed, transferred, assign- 
ed or delivered to said custodian un- 
der the provisions of this act, and to 
hold, administer and account for the 
same under the general direction of 
the president and so provided in this 
act."

Every 
corporation 
incorporated 


within the United States, and every 
unincorporated company doing- busi- 
ness here which issues stock certifi- 
cates is required to send the alien 
property custodian a list of its officers 
or stockholders residing in a country 
with which we are at war, together 
with the amount of stock owned by 
such person. The alien property cus- 
todian is vested with all the powers 
of a common law trustee ia respect 
of all property which shall come into 
his possession in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of the act, and may manage 
such property and do anything in re- 
spect thereof necessary to its control 
and operation during the war, its ulti« 
mate disposition to be settled after- 
ward. 
There is reason to believe that 


personal representatives of the Ger- 
man government, perhaps even the 
kaiser himself, have become stock- 
holders in certain business concerns 
in this country and the "alien property 
custodian" has declared his incention 
to root them out.

oil is made from the castor bean, 
which for years has been imported by 
the United States from the East In- 
dies by the thousands of pounds. Now 
the war not only has curtailed the im- 
portation of the bean enormously, but 
has created n demand for the oil de- 
rived from it that would have taxed 
the capacity of manufacturers had 
they been able to secure the normal 
supply of the raw product. 


The government has found, drug 


dealers say, that no other oil is as 
perfect a lubricant for the type of 
engines used in the country's air- 
planes as castor oil. 
Consequently 


orders have gone forth from Wash- 
ington diverting the present supply 
of castor oil in drug warehouses from 
civilian to federal use.

Proposing an amendment to section six­ 
teen of article three of the Constitution 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
in accordance with the provisions of tho 
eighteenth article thereof.

out of the State Treasury, exeept in ac­ 
cordance with the provisions of an act 
of Assembly specifying the amount and 
purpose of the expenditure, and limiting 
the time in which said appropriation shall 


therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or in­ 
crease its indebtedness to an amount ex­ 
ceeding two (2) per centum upon such 
assessed valuation of property, without 
the consent of the electors thereof at a 
public election in such manner as shall 
be provided by law. 
In ascertaining the 
borrowing capacity of the city of Phila­ 
delphia, at any time, there shall be de­ 
ducted from such debt so much of the 
debt of said city as shall have been in­ 
curred, or is about to be incurred, and 
the proceeds thereof expended, or about 
to be expended upon any public improve­ 
ment, or in the construction, purchase, 
or condemnation of any public utility, or 
part thereof, or facility therefor, if such 
public improvement or public utility, or 
part thereof, whether separately or in 
connection with any other

provement or public utility, or part there­ 
of, may reasonably be expected to yield 
revenue in excess of operating expenses 
sufficient to pay the interest and sinking 
fund charges thereon. The method of de­ 
termining such amount, so to be deducted, 
may be prescribed by the Genoral Assem­ 
bly.

Special arrange- 
ments have been made by the Food Ad- 
ministration insuring all retailers having 
their sugar certificates redeemed imme- 
diately by County Food Administrators, 
thus, enabling them to replenish their 
sugar stocks which have besn depleted 
through honoring canning certificates 
Howard Heinz, Federal Food Adminis- 
trator for Pennsylvania urges any house- 
wife who fails to secure sugar from her 
grocer for canning and preserving to 
write to the County Food Administrator 
who will see that her legitimate require- 
ments are taken care of.

Whether they understood or were 
Intimidated by the hard-looking ap­ 
pearance, I don’t know, but certainly 
it would have to be a brave old man 
and boy who would start an argument 
with such a villainous looking char­ 
acter as stood before* them that night! 
I had not shaved for a montl^ my 
clothes were wet, torn and dirty, my 
leggings were gone—they had gotten 
so heavy I had to discard them—my 
hair was matted and my cheeks were 
flushed with fever. In my hand I 
carried the rock in my handkerchief 
and I made no effort to conceal its 
presence or its mission. 
Anyway, they motioned me Indoors, 
gave me my first hot meal in more 
than a month! True, It consisted only 
of warm potatoes. 
They had been 
previously cooked, but the old woman 
warmed them, up in milk in one of the 
dirtiest kettles I had ever seen. 
I 
asked for bread, but she shook her 
head, although I think it must have 
been for lack of it rather than be­ 
cause she begrudged it to me. 
For 
if ever a man showed he was fimished, 
I did that night. 
I swallowed those 
warm potatoes ravenously and I drank 
four glasses of water, one after an­ 
other. It was the best meal I had had 
since the “banquet” in the prison at 
Courtrai. 
The woman of tho house was prob­ 
ably seventy-five years old and had 
evidently worn wooden shoes all her j 
life, for she had a callous spot on the | 
side of her foot the size of iialf a dol- ( 
lar and it looked so hard that I doubt 
i 
whether you could have driven a nail 
into it with a hammer! 
As I sat there drying myself—for I 
was in no hurrry to leave the vfirst 
human habitation I had entered in 
four weeks—I reflected on my un- 
happy lot and the unknown troubles 
and dangers that lay ahead of me. 
Here, for more than a month, I had 
been leading the life 
of 
a hunted 
animal—yes, worse 
than 
a hunted 
animal, for nature clothes her less- 
favored creatures more appropriate­ 
ly for the life they lead than I was 
clothed for mine—and there was not 
the slightest reason to hope that con­ 
ditions would grow any better. 
Perhaps the first warm food I had 
eaten for over a month had released 
unused springs of philosophy ia me, 
as food sometimes does for a man. 
I pointed to my torn and water- 
soaked clothes and conveyed to them 
ns best I could that I would be grate­ 
ful for an old suit, but apparently 
they were too poor to have more than 
they actually needed themselves, and 
I rose to go. I had aroused them out 
of bed and I knew X ought not to keep 
them up longer tta n was absolutely 
accessary. 
As I approached the door I got a 
glance at myself in a /nirror. 
I was 
tho awfulest sight I had laid eyes on! 
The glimpse I got of myself startled 
me almost as much as if I had seen a 
dreaded German helm et! My left eye 
was fairly well healed by this time 
and I was beginning to regain sight 
of it, but my face was so haggard and 
my beard so long and unkempt that I 
looked like Santa Claus on a bat! 
As they let me out of the door I 
pointed to the opposite direction to 
the one I intended taking and started 
off in the direction I had indicated. 
Later I changed my course completely 
to throw oir any possible pui’suit. 
The next day I w'as so worn out from 
exposure and exhaustion that I threw 
away my coat, thinking that the less 
weiglit I had to carry the better it 
would be for me, but when night came 
I regretted my mitftake because the 
nights were now getting colder. 
I 
thought at first it would be better for 
me to retrace my steps and look for 
the coat I had so thoughtlessly dis­ 
carded, but I decided to go on with­ 
out it. 
1 
I then began to discard everything 
that I had 1n my pocket, finally throw­ 
ing my wrist watch into a canal. 
A 
wrist-watch 
does 
not 
add 
much 
weight, but when you plod along and 
have not eaten for a month it finally 
becomes 
rather 
heavy. 
The 
next 
thing I discarded was a pair of flying 
mittens. 
These mittens I had gotten at Camp 
Borden, in Canada, and had become 
guile famous, as my friends termed 
them “snow shoes.’1 
In fact, they 
were a ridiculous pair of mittens, but 
Uie best pair I ever had and I really 
felt worse when I lost those mittens 
than anything else. 
I could not think 
of anybody else ever using them, so I 
dug a hole in the mud and buried 
them and could not help but .laugh 
at the thought if my friends could see 
me burying my mittens, because they 
were a standing juke in Canada, Eng­ 
land and France. 
I had on two shirts and as they were 
always both wet and didn’t keep me. 
warm, it was useless to wear both. 
One of these was a shirt that I had 
bought In France, the other an Amer­ 
ican army siiirt. 
They were both 
khaki and one as apt to give me away 
as the other, £o I disear'Vd the French 
&:urt. 
The AuierUau* ariay shirt 


brought back with me to England and 
it is still in my possession. 
When I escaped from the train I still 
had the Bavarian cap of bright red in 
my pocket and w*ore it for many 
nights, but I took great care that no 
one saw it. 
It also had proven very 
useful when swimming rivers, for 1 
carried my map and a few other be­ 
longings in it and I had fully made 
up my mind to bring it home as a 
souvenir. 
But the farther I went 
the heavier my extra clothing became, 
so I was compelled to discard even 
the cap. 
I knew that it would be a 
tell-tale mark if I simply threw it 
away, so one night after swimming a 
river, I dug a hole in the soft mud on 
the bank and burled it, too, with con­ 
siderably less ceremony than my fly­ 
ing mittens had received perhaps; so 
that was the end of my Bavarian hat. 


It. 
It had probably been an overcoat 
for the Belgian who had worn It. 
Some days later I got a scarf from 
a Belgian peasant and with this equip­ 
ment I was able to conceal my uni­ 
form entirely. 
Later on, however, I decided that It 
was too dangerous to keep tho uniform 
on anyway and when night came I 
dug a hole and buried It. 
I never realized until I hail to part 
with It just how much I thought of 
that uniform. 
It had been with me 
through hard trials and I felt as if I 
were 
abandoning a 
friend when I 
parted wldi it. I was tempted to keep 
the wings off the tunic, but thought 
that would be a dangerous concession 
to sentiment in the event that I was 
ever captured. 
It was the only dis­ 
tinction 1 had left, as I had given 
the Royal Flying Corps badges and 
My experience 
a t the 
Belgian’s ! «><' 
«Í »>>’ rank to the Germvn 
house whetted my appetite for more 
food and I figured that what had been 
done 
once 
could 
be 
done 
again.

Sooner or later, I realized I would 
probably approach a Belgian and find 
a German instead, but in such a con­ 
tingency I was determined to meas­ 
ure my strength against the Hun’s if 
necessai'y to effect my escape. 
As it was, however, most of the Bel­ 
gians to whom I applied for food gave 
it to me readily enough, and if some 
of them refused me it wfas -only be­ 
cause they feared I might be a spy 
or that the Germans would shoot them 
if their 
action W’ere 
subsequently 
found out. 
About the fifth day after I had en­ 
tered Belgium I was spending the day 
ns usual in a clump of bushes when I 
discerned in the distance what ap­ 
peared to be something hanging on a 
line. All day long I strained my eyes 
trying to decide what it could be and 
arguing with myself that it might be 
something that I could add to my In- 
. dequate wfordrobe, but the distance 
was so great that I could not identify 
it. 
I Mid a great fear that before 
i.ight came it would probably be re­ 
moved. 
As soon as darkness fell, however, I 
crawled out of my hiding place and 
worked up to the line and got a pair 
of overalls for iny industry. The pair 
of overalls was the first bit of civil­ 
ian clothes I had thus far picked up 
with the exception of a civilian cap 
which I had found at the prison and 
concealed on my person and which I 
still had. 
The overalls were rather 
.small and very short, but when I put 
them on I found that they hung down 
far enough to eov?r my breeches. 
It was perhaps three days later that 
I planned to search another house for 
further 
clothes. 
Entering 
Belgian 
houses at night is anything but a safe 
proposition, because their families are 
large and sometimes as many as seven 
or eight sleep in a single room. 
The 
barn is usually connected with the 
house propel*, and there was always 
the danger of disturbing some dumb 
animal even if the inmates of the 
house were not aroused. 
Frequently 
I took 
a 
chance of 
searching a back yard at night in the 
hope of finding food scraps, but my 
success in that direction was so slight 
that I soon decided that it wasn’t 
worth the risk and I continued to 
live on raw vegetables that I could 
pick with safety in the fields and the 
occasional meal that I was able to get 
from the Belgian peasants in the day­ 
time. 
Nevertheless I was determined to 
get more in the way of clothing and 
when night came I picked out a house 
flrat looked as though it might furnish 
me with what I wanted, 
It was a 
moonlight night and if 1 could get in 
the barn I would have a fair chance of 
finding my way around by the moon­ 
light which would enter the windows. 
The burn adjoined the main part of 
the house, but I groped around very 
carefully and soon I touched some­ 
thing hanging 
on 
a peg. 
I didn’t 
know what it was, but I confiscated 
it and carried it out into the fields. 
There Jn the moonlight I examined 
my booty and fuund that it was an old 
coat. 
It was too short for an over­ 
coat and too long for an ordinary 
coui* but nevertLeU?!*# 1 made use of 


flying ollloors as souvenirs, but I felt 
that it was safer to discard 
As 
it finally turned out, through ail my 
subsequent experiences, 
my escape 
would never have been jeopardized 
had I kept my uniform but, of course, 
I had no idea what was in store for 
me. 
There was one thing which surprised 
me very much as I journeyed through 
Belgium and that was the scarcity of 
dogs. 
Apparently most of them had 
been taken by the Germans and what 
are left are beasts of burden who are 
too tired at night to bark or bother 
intruders. 
This was a mighty good 
thing for me, for I would certainly 
have stirred 
them 
up 
in 
passing 
through back-yards as I sometimes 
did when I was making a short cut. 
One night as I came out of a yard 
it was so pitch dark that I could not 
seo ten feet ahead of me and I was 
right In the back of a little village, 
although I did not know it. I crawled 
along fearing I might come to *: cross­ 
roads at which there would in all 
probability be a German sentry. 
My precaution served me In good 
stead for had I come out in the main 
street of the village and within twenty 
feet of me, sitting on some bricks 
where they w ere building a little store, 
I could see the dim outline of a Ger­ 
man spiked helm et! 
I could not cross the street and tho 
only thing to do was to back track. 
It meant making a long detour and 
losing two hours of precious time and 
effort, but there was no help for it, 
so I plodded wearily back, cursing 
the Huns at every step. 
The next night while crossing some 
fields I came to a road. 
It was one of 
the main roads of Belgium and was 
paved with cobble stones. 
On these 
roads you can hear a wagon or horse 
about a mile or two away. 
I listened 
inteutly before I moved ahead and 
hearing nothing concluded that the 
way was clear. 
As I emerged from the field and got 
my first glimpse of the road, I got the 
shock of my life! 
In either direction, 
as far as I could see, the road was 
lined with German soldiers! 
What 
they were doing in that part of Bel­ 
gium I aid not know, but you can be 
mighty sure I didn’t spend any time 
trying to find out. 
Again it was necessary to change 
my course and lose a certain amount 
of ground, but by tills time 1 had be­ 
come fairly well reconciled to these 
reverses and they did not depress me 
as much as they did at first. 
At this period of my adventure, If a ! 
day or night passed without its thrill | 
I began to feel almost diappointed, 
but 
such * 
disappointments 
were 
rather rare. 
One evening ns I was about to swim 
a canal about two hundred feet wide, 
I suddenly noticed about one hundred 
yards away a canal boat moored to 
the side. 
It was at a sort of out-of-the-way 
place and I wondered what the canal 
b«>at had stopped for. 
I crawled up 
to see. As I neared the boat five men 
were leaving it and I noticed them 
cross over into the fields. 
At a safe 
distance I followed them and they had 
not gone very far before I saw what 
they were after. They were commit­ 
ting the common but heinous crime of 
stealing potatoes! 
Without the means to cook them, 
potatoes didn't interest me a bit and 
I thought that the boat itself would 
probably yield me more than the po­ 
tato patch. 
Knowing the canal-hands 
would probably take their time in the 
fields, I climbed up the stern of the 
boat leisurely and without any partic­ 
ular plans to conceal myself. 
Just as 
my head appeared above the stern of 
the boat I saw silhouetted against 
the sky, the dread outline of a Ger­ 
man soldier—spiked helmet and all! 
A chill ran down my spine as 1 
dropped to the bank of the canal and 
slunk away, Evidently the sentry had 
not seen me or, if lie had, he had prob­ 
ably figured that I was one of the 
foraging party, but I realized that it 
wouldn’t pay in future to take any­ 
thing for granted. 


small ditches. 
Thejr Intercepted TM 
a t every half mile or so, sometimes 
more frequently. 
Tho canals arid ths 
big rivers I could swim. 
Of course, I 
got soaked to the skin every time I 
did It, but I was becoming hardened 
to that. 
These little ditches, however, w ert 
too narrow to swim and too wide t<* 
Jump. 
They had perhaps two feet of 
water In them and three feet of mud, 
and It was almost Invariably a case of 
wading through. 
Some of them, no 
doubt, I could have jumped if I hn4 
been In decent shape, but with a batl 
ankle and In the weakened condition 
In which I was, It was almost ru t of 
the question. 
One night I came to a ¿Itch about 
eight or nine feet wide. 
I thought I 
was strong enough to jump It and it 
was worth trying as the discomfort I 
suffered after wading these ditches 
was considerable. 
Taking a long run, 
I jumped as hard as I could, but I 
missed it by four or five Inches and 
landed in about two feet of water and 
three of mud. 
Getting out of that 
mess was quite a job. The water was 
too dirty and too scanty to enable mo 
to wash off the mud with which I was 
covered and It was too wet to scrapo 
oiT. 
I just had to wait until it dried 
end scrape It off then. 
In many sections of Belgium through 
which I had to pass I encountered 
large areas of swamp and mai’shy 
ground and rather than waste the 
time involved in looking fpr better 
underfooting—which I might not have 
found anyway—I used to pole right 
through the mud. 
Apart from the 
discomfort of this method of travel­ 
ing and the slow time I made, there 
was an added danger to me In tho fact 
that tho “squash, squash” noise which 
I made might easily be overheard by 
Belgians and Germans and give my 
position away. 
Nobody would cross 
a swamp or marsh in that part of the 
country unless he was trying to get 
away from somebody, and I realized 
my danger but could not get around it. 
It was a common sight in Belgium 
to see a small donkey and a common 
ordinary milch cow hitched together, 
pulling a wagon. 
When I first ob­ 
served 
the unusual 
combination, 
I 
thought it was a donkey and ox or 
hull, but closer inspection revealed to 
me that cows wore being used for the 
purpose. 
From that I was able to "observe 
there must bo very few horses left in 
Belgium except those owned by the 
Germans.« Cows and donkeys are now 
horses and mules. 
Altogether I spent 
nearly eight weeks wandering through 
Belgium, and In all that time I don’t 
believe I saw more than half a dozen 
horses in the possession of the native 
population. 
One of tho scarcest things in Ger­ 
many, apparently, is rubber, for I 
noticed that their motor truck«, or lor­ 
ries, unlike our own, had no rubber 
tires. 
Instead heavy iron bands were 
employed. 
I could hear them come 
rumbling along the stone roads for 
miles before they reached the spot 
where I happened to be in hildlng. 
When I saw these military roads In 
Belgium for the first time, with their 
heavy cobblestones that looked ns If 
they would last for centuries, I re*»N 
ized at once why It was that the Ger­ 
mans had been able to make such a 
rapid advance into Belgium at tha 
start of the war. 
I noticed that the Belgians used 
dogs to a considerable extent to pull 
their carts, and I thought many time»

that if I could have stolen one 
those dogs it would have been a v* 
good companion for me and might, 
the occasion arose, help me out in 
fight. But I had no way of feeding 
and the animal would probably hav| 
starved to death. I could live on vei 
etables, which I could always (U*p 
upon finding in tne fields, but a d< 
couldn’t, and so I gave up the idea.
